seldom been busier. While reports from other U. S. coastal cities tell of 
lagging exports, dwindling imports, waterfront labor strife and other recession- 
like problems, the Port of New Orleans’ transit sheds bulge with cargo.

1961 GATT CONSULTATIONS ON IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 

The Committee for Reciprocity Information (CRI) has issued a notice inviting 
the public to submit views in connection with consultations scheduled during 1961 
under the provisions of Articles XII and XVIII:B of the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT). The consultations will be conducted by a panel of fourteen coun- 
tries, including the United States, at meetings in April and October and will relate 
to the use of import restrictions for balance-of-payments reasons by the following 
countries: 


April October 
Austria Denmark 
Burma Finland 
Chile Japan 
Indonesia New Zealand 
Turkey Norway 
Union of South Africa Israel 

The consultations will afford the opportunity for the panel to review the economic 
and financial situation of the consulting countries individually, to explore in this con- 
text the possibilities for further relaxation of their import restrictions, and to discuss 
moderation of particular policies and practices that have proved unduly burdensome to 
exporters in other countries. 

Written statements concerning problems caused by import restrictions in the 
countries listed above should be submitted to the Committee for Reciprocity Informa- 
tion, Tariff Commission Building, Washington 25, D.C The notice issued today sets 
forth in detail the types of information which American traders, business firms, labor 
organizations, and other interested individuals or associations may wish to submit. 
If the statements are to be useful in connection with the scheduled consultations, the) 
should be received by March 31, 1961, for those countries consulting in April and by 
September 1, 1961, for those countries consulting in October. The statements should 
be as completely documented as possible and include specific details. 

PINEAPPLES—HONDURAS 

By mutual agreement, the United States and Honduras terminated as of February 
28, 1961, the schedules of tariff concessions in the reciprocal trade agreement they 
concluded in 1936. The general provisions of this argeement, however, continue in 
force 

As a result of the termination of these schedules, the duty on pineapples in bulk 
dutiable under paragraph 747, Tariff Act of 1930, has been increased from 0.9c each 
to 1-1/6c each; and for such pineapples in bulk which are the products of Cuba 
the duty has been increased from 0.58c each to 0.84-2/3c each. 

Under the proclamation (No. 3394) issued by the President on February 25, 1961, 
the higher rates are to be applied to pineapples in bulk entered on and after 
February 28, 1961.

NEW DUTY RATES ON BICYCLES 


The President on Feb. 25, 1961, issued a proclamation (No. 3394) setting new tariff 
rates for bicycles. These rates were the product of an agreement which had been 
reached, after negotiations, with the United Kingdom, Germany, Belgium, the Nether- 
lands, Luxemburg, and Austria 

The new rates are the same as those which were set forth in a proclamation issued 
August 19, 1955, following escape clause proceedings before the Tariff Commission 
It was necessary to issue the new proclamation in order to remove the doubt cast on 
the validity of the earlier proclamation by a decision of the Court of Customs and 
Patent Appeals in the case of the United States vs Schmidt Pritchard and Company 
The effect of the proclamation, therefore, is to restore the customs duty treatment 
contemplated in the original escape clause proclamation. The United States granted 
tariff concessions in 1956 to compensate for the inerease in rates in the earlier procla 
mation, and no further compensatory concessions were made by the United States in 
the new negotiations ; 

The provisions of the new proclamation will apply to all bicycles entered, or 
withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption on and after February 27, 1961. The rates

OEEC REPORTS ON ECONOMIC CONDITIONS ABROAD 


The Organization for European Economic Cooperation (OEEC) has issued the first 
in its new 1960-1961 series of reports on economic conditions and prospects in member 
and associated countries. These surveys are based on information submitted by the 
respective governments, but the resultant reports represent the agreed view of the 
Economic Committee of the OEEC as a whole. During the past year significant excerpts 
from the 1959-1960 series were circulated to NFTC members as bulletins. In view of the 
interest shown, the excerpts from the new 1960-1961 series will be similarly circulated 
as reports are received.

CURRENCY CONVERTIBILITY 


The International Monetary Fund has announced that effective February 15th ten 
countries—Belgium, France, Germany, Ireland, Italy, Luxembourg, the Netherlands, Peru, 
Sweden, and the United Kingdom—accepted the obligations for convertibility of their 
currencies as set forth in Article VIII of the Fund Agreement. These countries had 
previously availed themselves of Article XIV under which members are permitted to 
maintain and adapt exchange restrictions without obtaining the prior approval of the 
International Monetary Fund. 

Article VIII, on the other hand, requires those members which are subject to its 
provisions to avoid restrictions on current payments, multiple exchange rates and dis- 
criminatory currency practices. Accordingly, if these countries were ever again to resort 
to such measures, they would have to consult with the Fund and obtain its prior approval. 

As a result of this action, practically all currencies used to finance international 
trade and payments are now convertible under Article VIII. Ten other countries, all 
in the Western Hemisphere, had previously accepted Article VIII. In its announcement, 
the Interrational Monetary Fund notes that “an important step has been taken towards 
the realization of the multilateral system of payments envisaged in the Fund Agreement, 
and the move gives added assurance that the convertibility of the major trading cur- 
rencies will continue unimpaired and that the balanced growth of world trade will not 
be hampered by any unwarranted use of exchange restrictions.”

PROPOSAL TO REDUCE TOURIST EXEMPTIONS 


The Committee on Ways and Means of the House of Representatives is considering 
H.R. 5076, and H.R. 5077. These two bills are identical and propose that the present duty- 
free allowance for articles acquired abroad by American tourists be reduced from $500 
to $100, The proposed reduction to $100 is not to be permanent, but only to be effective 
until April 1, 1965. 

The following telegram was sent to Chairman Mills expressing the views of the 
Council regarding this proposal. 

“After careful consideration, the National Council of American Importers supports a reduc- 
tion in the present tourist exemption of five hundred dollars. Instead of the proposed reduction 
from five hundred dollars to one hundred dollars, our organization advocates that the duty free 
allowance be set at two hundred dollars as proposed in the Smith bill, H.R. 3586. The additional 
three hundred dollar exemption the Smith bill proposes to delete was provided in 1948 during a 
period of acute dollar shortages abroad as an incentive for American tourists to prolong their 
trips in friendly foreign countries and spend more dollars. In our opinion the additional 
exemption alone should be withdrawn without changing the basic two hundred dollar tourist 
exemption. The tourist eremption of one hundred dollars was first established by paragraph 697 
of the Tariff Act of 1897 when the purchasing power of the dollar was many times its current 
purchasing value. In 1948 Section 2 of Public Law 540 of 80th Congress provided for an addi- 
tional exemption of three hundred dollars for tourists who remain abroad for a period of not 
less than twelve days. In 1949 Section 9 of Public Law 378 of 81st Congress further amended 
paragraph 1798 to inerease the basic tourist exemption from one hundred dollars to two 
hundred dollars for tourists who remain abroad not less than forty-eight hours without 
changing the additional three hundred dollar eremption. We respectfully submit that a return to 
the low exemption of one hundred dollars established sixty-four years ago is unjustified. It has

Abundant capital plus a rapidly developing awareness of the need for more small 
industries and the need to mechanize and modernize existing undertakings add up to 
new markets for U. S. machinery and equipment in Ceylon. According to a cable received 
from the U. S. Trade Mission to Ceylon, opportunities to replace obsolete equipment and 
to sell machinery for new factories are excellent.

EXPORTERS CAUTIONED ON MAIL SHIPMENTS 


The Bureau of Foreign Commerce, U. S. Department of Commerce, has _ cautioned 
exporters to make sure they are complying with export regulations when making com- 
mercial shipments by mail. 

he Bureau emphasized that exports by mail, as well as by freight or express, are 
subject to U. S. Customs inspection. Failure to comply with export regulations may cause 
return of the shipment to the mailer, and, in some cases, may result in seizure of the 
goods and other penalties under the Export Control Act > 

One of the most frequent omissions by commercial exporters is failure to show the 
appropriate authorization for the shipment. Export control regulations require that if 
the goods are being shipped under a validated license, the license number must be shown 
on the outside wrapper of the parcel. If the shipment is being made under authority of 
a “general license,” the pertinent general license symbol must be shown plus the phrase 
“Export License Not Required.” These markings constitute certification by the mailer that 
the package complies with the terms of the general license under which the shipment is 
being made

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—CONVERSION OF CURRENCY 

The Federal Reserve Bank of New York has advised the Bureau that the Bank was 
informed that under the South African Decimal Coinage Act the currency of the Union 
of South Africa, effective February 14, 1961, will be placed on a decimal basis by the 
introduction of a new unit of currency to be styled the Rand. 

The Bank's intention is to discontinue, effective February 14, 1961, the daily certifica- 
tion of the South African Pound and to certify on a daily basis a rate of exchange of the 
South African Rand, which it to be the equivalent of ten shillings in the existing currency 
or one-half of the present Pound.

Therefore, the Union of South Africa, designated in section 16.4(d) of the Customs 
Regulations (19 CFR 16.4(@)) as a country whose currency shall be subject to conversion 
for customs purposes at the rate first certified by the Bank for a day within each calendar 
quarter, is hereby removed effective February 14, 1961, from the list of such countries 
poreuant to section 522(c) (1) (B) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended (31 U.S.C. 372(c) 
(1) (CB)). 

The list of quarterly-rate countries set forth at the end of paragraph (d) of section 
16.4 of the Customs Regulations is amended by deleting Union of South Africa, effective 
on the date this Treasury decision is published in the Federal Register but not before 
February 14, 1961. 

Publication of notice and public procedure under section 4 of the Administrative Pro- 
cedure Act (5 U.S.C. 1003) is found to be impracticable because it is imperative in the 
proper administration of the above-mentioned provision of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended, that this Treasury decision be put into effect without delay. This urgency 
is also found to be good cause for not deferring the effective date pursuant to section 
4(c) of the Administrative Procedure Act. 

If the occasion for further instructions arises, they will be issued as soon as prac- 
ticable with respect to the rate or rates applicable for customs purposes as to exportations 
occurring on dates on and after February 14, 1961, and prior to the effective date of this 
Treasury decision. (T.D. 55315) 


ABSTRACT OF UNPUBLISHED DECISION 
Vessel Supplies and Equipment 

Vessel supplies and equipment, drawback on, section 300(b), Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended.—1. A chartered vessel lades cargo at Houston, some for carriage to Los Angeles 
and some to San Francisco, California, in that order. At Los Angeles the vessel sometimes 
lades cargo for carriage to San Francisco for discharge along with the remainder of the 
cargo laden at Houston. 2 At San Francisco the vessel described in 1 above loads cargo 
for Houston, Texas. The ship proceeds with its cargo to New York, New York, where 
part of the intercoastal cargo is discharged and quite often other cargo is laden on the 
vessel which then proceeds to Houston, sometimes stopping en route at other domestic 
ports to discharge or load cargo. The last of the intercoastal cargo, along with any that 
may have been picked up at intermediate ports, is discharged at Houston where the 
vessel again loads cargo for carriage by it to west coast ports of the United States. 3. A 
vessel which is not primarily or principally engaged in trade as described above loads 
cargo at Houston for discharge at a port in California. 

Vessels carrying cargoes described in 1, 2, and 3 above will be in trade between the 
Atlantic and Pacific ports of the United States within the meaning of section 309(a) (1) 
of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended (note section 10.59(a) (2) of the Customs Regula- 
tions), even though they simultaneously carry cargo in coastwise trade between ports on 
one coast only. United States ports on the Gulf of Mexico are considered Atlantic ports 
for the purposes of section 309. Therefore, under section 309(b) and upon compliance with 
the regulations thereunder drawback may be allowed on the bunker fuel laden on these 
vessels at Houston for use on the voyages from that port to west coast ports of the

Under section 4.15 of the Customs Regulations vessels of the United States docu- 
mented to engage in the fishery are eligible to receive permits to touch and trade when 
they intend to touch and trade at a foreign port or place but no such vessel is required 
to secure such a permit in order to qualify to receive the benefits of drawback under 
section 309(b) as a fishing vessel. So far as drawback of duty under section 309(b) is 
coneerned, vessels of the United States documented for the fishery may be deemed to be 
engaged in the fishery if they are engaged in fishing either within or outside the terri- 
torial waters of the United States.

CUSTOMS CONTAINER DEPOT 


Creation of a “decéntainerization depot” in San Francisco, for streamlined customs 
handling of container cargo, is advocated by Robert Higgins, Collector of Customs, Port 
of San Francisco. 

The depot would function like a union railroad station, through which all carriers 
would channel their cargoes. Examinations could be speeded up, especially those of 
containers with mixed cargoes for various consignees. 

He also recommended abolition of the charge for a supervising customs inspector 
at the Free Trade Zone in San Francisco, because “the duties are so slight it is improper 
to make this charge.”

Alloy, manganese and aluminum, a typical proportion being 65% manganese and 35°; 
aluminum, used in the production of steel sheets, seamless tubes, low alloy steel, and 
other aluminum deoxidized steels, is ciassifiable as an alloy used in the manufacture of 
iron or steel, n.s.p.f., under par. 302(0). [T.D. 55314(2).] 

Bag, palm leaf, made by taking a plait of palm leaf and sewing it against itself in 
an expanding spiral until desired depth attained, then attaching handles, loop, and catch 
at the top, is classifiable as a bag in c.v. of palm leaf under par. 411. [T.D. 55314(3).] 

Bassinette, plastic; windshields, boat, and parts of airplanes, plexigias.—Transparent 
acrylic plastic bassinette for use in hospital nurseries with stands of metal or wood 
dutiable at the rate applicable to furniture in c.v. of willow under par. 409. Vlexiglas wind 
shields for small boats and plexiglas acrylic parts for civiiian aircraft such as windows, 
canopies, windscreens, skydomes, etc., classitiable respectively under the provision for 
parts of motor boats and parts of airplanes under par. 370. [T.D. 55314(4).] 

Blocks, hanger. Wooden blocks approximately 1 foot in length and %-inch thick and 
rough shaped to form the alternate halves of a wooden coat hanger but having mortised 
and tenoned ends and partly beveled edges, classifiable as manufactures of wood, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 412, rather than as like blocks or sticks, roughhewn, or rough shaped, sawed 
or bored, under par. 406. ['T.D. 55311 (3).] 

Briquets, coke and charceal, containing about 3% starch used as a binding agent to 
hold the briquets together, the remainder consisting of 30% wood charcoal and 70 
coked coal dust, in c.v of the coked coal dust, are classifiable as articles in part of 
carbon, partly or wholiy manufactured, n.s.p.f., under par. 216. [T.D. 55311 (4).] 

Briquets, lignite char, made by subjecting lignite coal to heat to drive off volatile 
matter, grinding the char, and adding a water starch solution as a binder, classifiable 
free of duty as “compositions used for fuel in which coal or coal dust is the component 
material of c.v., whether briquet or other form,” following Customs Court decision 
Abstract 27728, 65 Treas. Dec. 1457; subject to the import tax provisions of sections 4551 
and 4532, Internal Revenue Code, 1954. [T.D. 55311(5).] 

Books, music; sheets, music. tjooks and pamphlets, music, with lyrics not wholly or 
chiefly in a language other than English, classifiable respectively as music in books o1 
pamphlets under par. 1410. If printed with lyrics wholly or chiefly in a language other 
than English they are classifiable under par. 1630. Music in sheet form, whether with or 
without lyrics printed in English or a foreign language, is classifiable as music in sheets 
under par. 1410. [T.D. 55314(5).] 

Brush, water closet; holder, plastic. Combination article.—Brush with bristles designed 
for cleaning bowl of water closet measuring approximately 13% inches in length with a 
soft flexible head, circular in shape, and containing a number of plastic bristles, made of 
polyvinyl! chloride for the bristles and phenolic resin for the handle, classifiable as 
brushes, n.s.p.f., under par. 1506. Plastic holder for brush composed of phenolic and urea 
formaldehyde with the synthetic resins containing a filler material, classifiable as manu 
factures in c.v. of a product of which any synthetic resin or resin-like substance is the 
chief binding agent under par. 1539(b). [T.D. 55311(6).] 

Buckles, belt, parts of, metal, consisting of (1) top mold portion, (2) bottom mold 
part, (3) double bar part, (4) center bar part, and a (5) pronged part, classifiable as parts 
of belt buckles, partly or wholly of base metal, valued not over $1.66% per 100, under 
par. 346 If valued over $1.66%4 per 100, they are classifiable as manufactured articles, 
n.s.p.f., in c.v. of metal, under par. 3! In addition, the parts are subject to import tax 
under section 4541, Internal Revenue Code, 1954, if in e.v. of copper or contain 4% or more 
of copper by weight. [T.D. 55311(7).] 

Butterfly; spider; bee, plastic.—Butterfly made of polyethylene, having a metal stem 
and being in c.v. of the polyethylene containing no filler material, dutiable at the rate 
applicable to articles in c.v. of cellulose acetate under par. 31(a)(2). Spider, vinyl, com- 
posed of wire covered with a green fibrous material overlayed with an outer black viny] 
hollow material, a gold-covered fibrous material covered with a transparent vinyl] hollow 
material, two pearly beads, and a bulbous shaped rear portion of fibrous material, and 
a vinyl bee similarly constructed, classifiable according to component material of c.v 
as manufactures of fibers, filaments, yarns, or threads of synthetic textile in c.v. of 
synthetic textile under par. 1312 since in ec.v. of the synthetic material. [T.D. 55311(8).] 

Codfish blocks, frozen, weighing approximately 13% pounds packed four to a carton 
and composed of whole fillets and loose pieces which are not fillets, classifiable as fish, 
prepared, n.s.p.f., in bulk or in immediate containers, weighing with their contents more 
than 15 pounds each, under par. 720(b), rather than as fish, fresh or frozen, filletted or 
skinned, n.s.p.f. in par. 717(b). [T.D. 55311(9).] 

Cores, metal, toroidal, composed of an alloy of nickel, iron, and copper, chiefly used 
in the manufacture of filters, inductors, magnetic amplifiers, chokes, transformers and 
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like articles classifiable as parts, n.s.p.f., composed wholly or in c.v. of metal, of articles 
suitable for producing, rectifying, modifying, controlling, or distributing electrical 
energy under par. 353, and not as parts of transformers or parts of teiephone apparatus 
under the same pal When containing sufficient copper, section 4541 (2) or (3), Internal 
Revenue Code, 1954, also applicable.

Glass containers, consisting of a bullet-shaped clear glass articles approximately 7 
inches long, tapering to a point at the bottom, 3% inches in diameter at the widest point, 
with an opening about 2% inches in diameter at the top, fitted into a stand after im- 
portation and used as flower or ivy holders or as planters in the household or in some 
instances filled with wax after importation to form a candle and used as decorative 
candle lamps for home, patio, etc., classifiable as glass household articles, n.s.p.f. under 
par. 218(f). [T.D. 55314(¢5).] 

Hydroxy magnesium glycinate, monohydrate, if in its condition as imported is ready 
for administration as a medicinal, except for dilution or addition of a carrier, and so 
chiefly used in the United States, is classifiable as a medicinal preparation, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 5. If in its condition as imported it is not ready for administration or is chiefly 
used for processing into another product or for some other purpose it is classifiable as 
a chemical compound, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D, 55314(9).] 

Indigo, synthetic, colour index No. 1177, which is classifiable as such under par. 28(b), 
is properly subject to a specific duty, the product of the rate per pound provided by law 
(3 cents) times the actual weight of the importation time the relative strength of the 
importation (when in excess of 1.0) in comparison with the official standard established 
by the Secretary of the Treasury and not subject to a specific duty in the amount of 
the product of the rate per pound times the actual weight of the imported merchandise 
(T.D. 55306(7).] 

Laboratory equipment for schools and universities consisting of educational aids in 
sets such as mechanics, measuring instruments, experiments in optics, electricity, and 
tele-technics, classifiable under the provision for laboratory apparatus, in c.v. of metal, 
n.s.p.f., in par. 360. [T.D. 55314(10).] 

Light set; replacement bulb set.—Light set strung with artificial flowers having 
pedals and bulb centered in brass shell, and a replacement flower bulb set with pedals, 
in c.v. of plastic flowers, are classifiable as articles in c.v. of plastic artificial flowers, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 1518(a), or, if in c.v. of metal and containing an electrical device, 
classifiable as an article having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 353. Small bulb set items in miniature flower designs in c.v. of metal 
consisting of replaceable bulb set in brass shell held by a plastic shade or reflector, 
which are intended to be used on repairs or as replacements for light strings or for the 
manufacture in the United States of complete lighting sets, are classifiable as articles 
having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, n.s.p.f., under par. 353 
Such items if in c.v. ef copper or containing 4% or more of copper by weight, subject 
respectively to import tax under sections 4541 (2) or (3) of the Internal Revenue Code, 
1954. (T.D. 55311 (15).] 

“Maec’s Vimm,” a gasoline additive which is a mixture of isopropyl alcohol, ferrous 
pictrate, and toluol, classifiable under par. 27(a) as a mixture consisting in whole or in 
part of any product provided for in par. 27 or 1651. [T.D. 55306(8).] 

Marker, traffic, measuring 2 inches by 2 inches by 5/16 inch, used to indicate pedestrian 
lanes and similar traffic control markings on asphalt roads, consisting of 20% rosin and 
80% inorganic material chiefly calcium carbonate, silica, and clay, if in c.v. of the inorganic 
material, classifiable as an article in c.v. of earthy or mineral substances, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 214. [T.D. 55306(9).] 

Mat assembly, glove box, tacking strips, compartment shelf, door foundations; sun 
visors.—Mat assembly composed of rubber, burlap and paper; compartment assembly 
glove box made of cardboard; tacking strips composed of wood; rear compartment shelf 
of hardboard or cardboard; and grained and lacquered door foundations composed of 
cardboard or hardboard, ready for assembly into automobiles without further processing, 
classifiable as parts of automobiles under par. 369. Sun visors of cardboard or paper- 
board, imitation leather, and metal fixtures, fully assembled, or in knocked-down condi- 
tion, in c.v. of the cardboard, similarly classifiable under par. 369(c). [T.D, 55311(16).] 

Microscope, operation. Surgical instruments.—An operation microscope having no use 
other than to aid a surgeon in performing delicate operations, classifiable as a micro- 
scope under par. 228(b), and not as a surgical instrument under par. 359. [T.D. 55306(10).] 
4 Milenge recorder, plastic, trade name “Telulog,” consisting of a plastic case into which 
is sealed two pieces of cardboard mounting, printed plastic discs, and an alnico magnet 
The plastic components are composed of a synthetic resin (polyvinyl chloride type); the 
plastic employed in the case contains a filler material. The mileage recorder is classi- 
flable under par. 1539(b), as a manufacture wholly or in c.v. of any product of which 
synthetic resin is the chief binding agent, if in c.v. of plastic containing a filler mate- 
rial, or under par. 397 as an article, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of metal, other, if in c.v. of the alnico 
magnet. [T.D. 55306(11).] 

Oars; paddies.—Oars in c.v. of aluminum with shaft of wood, classifiable as manu- 
factured articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of aluminum, under par. 397. If the wood shaft portion 
is the component material of c.v., they are classifiable as manufactures in c.v. of wood, 
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n.s.p.f., under par. 412. Wood paddles designed as canoe paddles, classifiable as canoe 
paddies under par. 412. [T.D. 55314(11).) 

Paper, plain; paper, coated, printed, or unprinted.—Plain paper of 40 and $0 pounds 
consisting of uncoated paper, composed of bleached sulphate pulp, classifiable as sulphate 
wrapping paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1409, for the paper in the 40 pound weight, and for 
the paper in 90 pound weight under the same par. as paper, n.s.p.f. Paper made of 
bleached sulphate pulp coated on one side with a thin film of polyethylene synthetic 
resin, classifiable as paper with coated surface or surfaces, n.s.p.f., under par. 1405. Paper 
strip, 4% inches wide and 0.005 inch thick, and sheet paper 0.009 x 11 x 17 inches, made 
of bleached sulphate pulp printed and wax coated on one side and coated with poly- 
ethylene synthetic resin on the unprinted side, the printing by the letterpress method, 
classifiable as papers with coated surface, printed otherwise than lithographically, under 
par. 1405. [T.D. 55311(17).] 

Paper, printing, for use as newsprint paper, colored a deep shade of pink which is 
not a new shade for printing use but which is darker than the paper chiefly used at or 
prior to June 18, 1930, in the printing of newspapers and which is not a new article of 
commerce nor the standard newsprint paper contemplated by par. 1772. Such paper is 
classifiable as uncoated printing paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1401. [T.D. 552311(18).] 

Paper wrapper, tissue, designed as a bottle wrapper containing a design with four 
pictures printed by a photochemical process and printed matter not susceptible of author- 
ship, weighing over 6 but under 10 pounds per ream of 288,000 square inches, classifiable 
under the provision for photographs in par. 1410. [T.D. 55311(19).] 

Plastic reproductions of paintings, consisting of a hardboard core faced with a plastic 
painting reproduction and backed with a printed brown plastic sheet, the upper facing 
being made up of a sheet of fabric between two sheets of paper impregnated with and 
bound together by a synthetic resin, and the lower backing being made up of several 
layers of paper impregnated with and bound together by the same type of synthetic 
resin, the resin serving as chief binding agent in the plastic portions of the article, classi- 
fiable as a manufacture wholly or in c.v. of a product of which a synthetic resin or resin- 
like substance is the chief binding agent under par. 1539(b). [T.D. 55306(12).] 
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Prism-binoculars; napkin holder; tableware, steel.—l’rism-binoculars 10 x 50 weigh- 
ing 580 grams, 8 x 35 at 500 gram, and 8 x 30 at 420 grams, classifiable as prism binocu- 
lars, finished or unfinished, under par. 228(a). Napkin holder, gold-plated, in form of 
bailerina holding twelve paper napkins in pegs forming skirt, classifiabie as househol:l 
utensil plated with gold under par. 339. Tableware of stainless steel including hollow- 
handled knives with serrated blades, classifiable for the knives and forks, under the 
provision for knives and forks, not specially designed for other than household, kitchen, 
or butchers’ use, with handles of steel other than austenitic in par. 335; steel spoons, 
classifiable as household utensils in c.v. of steel under par. 339. [T.D. 55311(20). 

Seat backs, plywood; desk tops, ply wood.—Seat backs, made of molded plywood, and 
desk tops, made of plywood topped with formica, both articles in c.v. of wood, which, 
ifter importation, will be attached to tubular metal frames of United States origin to 
form school benches, the end product being in c.v. of metal, are c'assifiable under par 
112, as parts, wholly or in c.v. of wood, of furniture. [T.D. 55314(12).] 

Sheets, rubber, plastic, called “Re-flex” and composed of a foamed plastic sheet 
inch thick which is a plastic of the polyurethane type containing as a filler an abrasive 
product, classifiable as manufactures in c.v. of a product of which any synthetic resin 
or resin-like substance is the chief binding agent under par. 1539(b) (T.D. 55314(13).] 

Stays, brassiere and corset.—Braided steel wires cut to length and capped on each 
end, used in the brassiere and corset trade but predominently in the corset trade, classi- 
fiable as corset steels, whether plain or covered with cotton, silk, or other material, 
under par. 336. [T.D. 55306 (13).] 

Tray, plastic; letter scale, metal; case, plastic.—Plastic tray measuring 9 x 6 inches 
and oval in shape, made of polystyrol type of plastic containing no filler material, is 
dutiable at the rate applicable to steel household utensils under par. 339. Metal scale for 
weighing letters, calibrated in ounces and grams, is classifiable as manufactured articles, 
n.s.p.f., in c.v. of steel, under par. 397. Imitation leather case for the scale made of plastic 
not containing a filler material, dutiable at the rate applicable to leather cases under 
par. 1531. [T.D. 55311(21).) 

Wadding, medical.—Untreated cotton wadding measuring approximately 18 inches 
in length, 3% inches in width, and % inch in thickness, and having a staple of more 
than 1% inches in length, classifiable as a manufacture of cotton, n.s.p.f., under par. 923 
(T.D. 55306(14).]

Turquoise stones of foreign origin, which are recut in the United States in operations 
consisting of cutting down the tops and making rounded shapes; making the stones flat 
for resetting by cutting excessive weight off the bottoms; and shaping the outside into 
regular ovals for rounding and setting, become products of the United States and on 
return after exportation for sample purposes may be classified under par.

provided for in section 23.35, Customs Regulations. Valueless wastes or irrecoverable 
losses are not required to be similarly disposed of. [T.D. 55314(14).]

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DOUBLE FACE SLEDGES 


On August 1, 1960, pursuant to the provisions of section 516(b), Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended, Warren Tool Corporation, Warren, Ohio, an American manufacturer of double 
face sledges, was informed of the practice of classifying sledge heads having an octagonal 
cross section with the Gametrieniiy opposed sides of the head lying in parallel planes, 
ranging in weight from 2 to 20 pounds, commercially known in the United States as 
blacksmiths’ sledges, under paragraph 326, Tariff Act of 1930, as blacksmiths’ slecges of 
iron or steel, with duty at the reduced rate of 11/16 cent per pound. 

In a complaint dated August 31, 1960, the domestic manufacturer took exception to 
this practice. It contends that the provision in paragraph 326, Tariff Act of 1930, for 
blacksmiths’ sledges is a use provision, that the double face sledges in question are 
“striking or breaking” hammers and not in fact usable by a blacksmith, and consequently, 
the sledges in question are classifiable under paragraph 396 as hammers, wholly or in 
chief value of metal, not specially provided for, rather than paragraph 326 as black- 
smiths’ sledges. 

On December 7, 1960, the American manufacturer was advised that its complaint had 
been considered and that the Bureau remained of the opinion that the practice of classify- 
ing the double face sledges in question under paragraph 326, Tariff Act of 1930, is correct. 

In accordance with the provisions of section 516(b), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
notice is hereby given that Warren Tool Corporation, Warren, Ohio, has given the notice 
contemplated by the statute that it desires to protest this classification of such merchan- 
dise. However, under section 516(b), as amended, the practice will be continued so long 
no decision of the United States Customs Court or the United States Court of Customs

(23 F.R. 3034). 

The Treasury Department is in receipt of official information that the rates of bounties 
or grants paid or bestowed by the Australian Government within the meaning of section 
303, Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U.S.C. 1303), on the exportation during the last 6 months of 
1960 of approved fruit products and other approved products containing sugar are the 
amounts set forth in the following table:

COAL-TAR PRODUCTS 


Liability for Duties; Entry of Imported Merchandise; Appraisement—Notice is hereby 
given that the Bureau of Customs, under the authority of sections 481 and 484 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930, as amended (19 U.S.C. 1481, 1484), proposes to require additional invoic- 
ing information in connection with the entry of certain imported coal-tar products, 
defined below, dutiable under paragraph 27 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended (19 U.S.C. 
1001, paragraph 27), on the basis of the American selling price of any similar competitive 
article manufactured or produced in the United States. 
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The additional requirement, intended to assist customs officers in the determination 
of the correct identification of imports of the class defined and facilitate the comparison 
of foreign and domestic products with respect to the competitive provisions of paragraph 
27, would be prescribed by means of an amendment of § 8.13(h) of the Customs Regulations 
(19 CFR 8.13(h)), adding to the list of classes of merchandise named therein the following 
class: Coal-tar intermediates, defined as coal-tar organic chemicals that are advanced 
by manufacturing processes beyond the crude state, generally used for producing either 
still more advanced intermediates or finished products. 

The Treasury decision adding this class of foreign merchandise to the list in § 8.13(h) 
would specify the technical information required to be furnished, in addition to all other 
information required by law or regulation, on or in connection with special customs or 
commercial invoices, as follows:

Specifications which have been informally submitted to the chief chemist of that 
laboratory now comprise a central reference file, in Schedule X (Domestic) format, of 
some 1,250 domestically-produced coal-tar intermediates. These, together with additions 
in Schedule X (Domestic) format received from time to time would be made available 
to the chief chemist of any customs laboratory called upon to report on the existence 
of any comparable domestic product. 

The Schedule X (Import) specifications of the foreign coal-tar intermediate would 
be compared for chemical identification and comparability with the specifications of any 
similar domestic products on file in the central reference file of Schedule X (Domestic) 
specifications. The sample from the foreign import would be subject to laboratory test- 
ing and the results would be subject to comparison with the results obtained from any 
necessary laboratory testings of samples from the domestic products. On the basis of 
the results from such comparisons the chief chemist would prepare and submit his 
laboratory report as to the existence of any comparable domestic product. 

Domestic manufacturers of coal-tar intermediates would be privileged to remove, 
replace, or add specifications in the central reference file as may be necessary. Technical 
data so submitted would be treated as confidential, except for the purpose for which the 
specifications were submitted There would be prepared periodically a list identifying 
each domestic coal-tar intermediate, the specifications for which had been removed from 
or added to the file. Such lists, of an advisory character, would be circularized among 
customs officers and would be available to the public upon request 

This notice is published pursuant to section 4 of the Administrative Procedure

PORTABLE TYPEWRITERS FROM WEST GERMANY 

A complaint was received that portable typewriters from West Germany were being 
sold in the United States at less than fair value within the meaning of the Antidumping 
Act of 1921. 

I hereby determine that portable typewriters from West Germany are not being, nor 
likely to be, sold at less than fair walue within the meaning of section 20l(a) of the Anti 
dumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)). 

Statement of reasons. The home market sales of portable typewriters were adequate 
in quantity to furnish the basis for a fair value comparison. The sales to the United 
States were under circumstances requiring the application of exporter’s sales price. The 
price comparisons for the purpose of the fair value comparison, therefore, were between 
home market price, adjusted as required by the statute, and exporter’s sales price. 

In the determination of adjusted home market price, there were deducted from the 
gross price to the dealers a cash discount and the cost attributable to the guarantee 
of the typewriters by the manufacturer. A weighted average of the price to each major 
dealer resulting from the foregoing deductions was then arrived at by considering the 
quantity sold to each dealer over the period of a year at the applicable price. From such 
weighted-average price there were deducted the cost of after-sales services absorbed 
by the manufacturer on behalf of the dealers, and the costs of packing, inland freight 
and inland insurance 

In the determination of exporter's sales price, there were deducted certain of ths 
importer’s costs of doing business in the United States, including delivery, servicing, ad 
vertising, overhead, etc., ocean freight, insurance, cartage, and packing, and inland freight 
insurance, and f.o.b. costs in Germany The tax refunds to the manufacturer and to the 
exporter on exportation were added as required by law. 

In each instance, with respect to each model of portable typewriter considered, ex- 
porter’s sales price was not lower than the adjusted home market price. 

This determination and the statement of reasons therefor are published pursuant to 
section 201(c) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(c)).

PORT-DUTY RATES TU IMPURTS FROM POLAND—A summary of tariff ana trade 
statistical information relating to the recent reapplication of trade-agreement reduc- 
tions in import-duty rates to imports from Poland, which was effective last Decembe!

ULTRAMARINE BLUE—NO DUMPING 

A report of its finding and conclusion in connection with “escape clause” investi- 
wation No. 7-93, conducted under section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 
1951, as amended is now available. The investigation covered ultramarine blue and 
wash and all other blues containing ultramarine, dutiable under paragraph 68 of the 
Tarifé€ Act of 1930 at 2% cents per pound. This rate is in effect pursuant to a con 
cession granted in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT). 

The Commission found that ultramarine blue and wash and all other blues con- 
taining ultramarine are net being imported into the United States in such increased 
quantities, either actual or relative (to domestic production), as to cause or threaten 
serious injury to the domestic industry producing like or directly competitive products 
The Commission therefore made neo recommendation to the President for the modi- 
fication or withdrawal of the concession applicable to such products 


CERTAIN COTTON PRODUCTS 
The Tariff Commission has received a number of inquiries as to whether the in 
vestigation under section 22(a) of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amended, con- 
cerning “cotton products produced in any stag preceding the spinning into yarn” 
(26 F.R. 859) includes imports of cotton wastes. 
This will serve to notify interested parties that imports of cotton wastes are not 
within the scope of the investigation
